This work has hecn compiled chiefly for those who have not 
suflicienl time to derote to the study of those languages of India 
to which this Glossary pertains, and who yet, in the course of their 
reading of Indian subjeets, feel the want of an eiplanalion, in, a 
small compass, of terms relating to the religion, manners, customs, &e, 
the Hindu and Mussalrean peoples of India. 

These terms are, it is true, to be found ia excellent UrdS and 
Hindi dictionaries; but the latter are la^e and espensire works, and 
however essential to students of those languages, they would not be 
requisite for the majority of the’ readers to whom the present cotnpi* 
laticn appeals. For these (he Roman character is used in'’this work. 
The Alplmhcts (in tl»c s-sme character), of the respectire languages 
have been prefixed. At (he same time, the students to whom we 
have referred will derive an advantage from having in a small 
compass, affording facility of reference, a collection of those particular 
terms to which this Glossary is confined. The compiler is indebted 
to Tarious valuable HindustZnT Dictionaries.
